The Public Should Be Told | 


There seems to be little doubt that most 
Canadians are quite willing to deny them- 
selves certain kinds of food to relieve Eur- 
ope’s hunger. Unhappily, this humanitarian 
impulse is given little intelligent guidance 
by those in charge of the task of supplying 
Canadian food to starving Europe. 

Most people are aware that wheat flour 
is first on the list of foodstuffs to be con- 
served for this purpose. Very little, how- 
ever, is being done to advise people as to the 
efficient conservation of wheat flour. 

Similarly, nothing at all of any conse- 
quence is being done to guide Canadian con- 
sumers in the conservation of pork, which, 
it appears, is a highly important item of 
export to Great Britain. Who has been told, 
for instance, which cuts of pork or pork 
products are most urgently needed and most 
Suitable for shipment overseas? 

What is the situation in regard to beef 
Is it being exported in quantity? If so, what 
cuts are best for shipment to Europe? 


Somebody in Ottawa should know the 
answers. And the Canadian people should 
know them too.
